HOBART STATION DAMAGED 


Catches Fire During Early Morning 
Thunder Storm, 
and Entire West 


End of Building Is Gutted. . . . 
Hobart, April 9.—A (lash of elec- 


tricity ran into the Ulster & Delaware 
station hero over the telegraph wires 
during a thunder shower shortly after 
4 o'clock yesterday (Saturday) morn- 
ing and stated a fire which gutted the 
entire.west end of the building, occu- 
pied by the agent, Fred Moore, as an 
office. 
The east end of the building 


in which is located the waiting roort. 
was damaged only slightly. The two 
rooms are divided by a partition, ceil- 
ed on both sidce, and this acted as an 
effective barrier to the flames, which 
were quickly extinguished on the ar- 
rival of the Hobart Fife Department. 
The damage to the building is esti- 
mated at about $800 and is covered 
by insurance. 
Considerable express 


matter in the office was destroyed, or 
badly damaged, the loss on which can- 
not be ascertained. 


The fire originated in a corner be- 


tween the ticket window and the bay 
window on the track side of the build- 
ing, where the telegraph wires enter, 
and spread rapidly. 
The blaze was 


discovered by Clyde Hurley, an em- 
ploye of the Sheffield By Products, 
company, who was passing the station 
on his way to work 
at about 4:30 


o'clock. 
He ran to the fire depart- 


ment building and turned in an alarm,

When soft detector tub~es are used the experimenter often 
finds a very close adjustment of filament current necessary Ordinarily 
the customary rheostat Is satisfactory, but when a critical current ad- 
justment la required a vernier is desirable.

When *as ia pumped throagn • 


pipe into a tank a certain pres- 
sure is exerted by the pump to 
Corce the gas into the tank. The 
gas is compressible, and the gas 
within the tank exerts a back 
pressure upon the gas flowing 
into the tank. The back pressure 
/ Is at every instant opposing the 


flow of more gas into the tank. 
Finally, when the pressure ot gas 
within the tank equals the pres- 


' sure exerted by the pump, no 
, more gas flows into the tauk. The 
' gas vyhlch is then inside ol the 
! tank is "condensed" and stored. 


If a valve in tha pipe la closed the 
pump may be stopped, and the gas 
will not leak out of the tanl: until 
wanted, providing the tank ia gas 
tight. 
A somewhat similar "tank" for 
electricity can be made by coating 
a sheet ot glads with tinfoil on 
each side. If the "condenser," 
which is then formed, is con- 
nected to a battery, an electrical 
pressure is exerted, which causes 
electricity to flow into the con- 
denser until the back pressure of 
the electricity equals t: , pressure 
exerted by the battery. The cur- 
rent then ceases to flow,.and the 
condenser is "charged." The glass 
is called the "dielectric." and it 
must be a very poor conductor of 
electricity or the "charge" will 


leak oft T«rj quickly. No dielec- 
tric If an absolute non-conductor 
of electricity, however, so no mat- 
ter how good tt Is. the electric 
charge will leak out in time. 


Whec the battery 18 connected 


to the condenser "plates" (the tin- 
foil coating* In this case), that 
plate which Is connected to the 
positive terminal of the buttery 
receives a positive charge of elec- 
tricity. The plate connected to 
the negative battery terminal re- 
ceives a negative charge. When 
the battery is removed there is 
then an electromotive force pres- 
ent between the two metal coat- 
ings, and a curr-.-.t ot electricity 
would Immediately flow It the two 
plates were connected together by 
a copper wire. If this were al- 
lowed to happen the electricity 
stored in the condenser would es- 
cape, and the condense1- would be- 
come discharged. 
The positive 


and negative charges on the two 
metal coatings would neutralize 
each other, so that there would 
presently be no E. M. F. to cause 
any further How of current. 
The amount of electric charge 


which may be placed in a con- 
denser depends upon the pressure 
applied to force the current to 
flow and the ability of the con' 
denser to store the electricity.

OHM'S LAW. 


The electric current flowing iu 


a circuit depends upon the elec- 
trical pressure and the total re- 
sistance of the circuit. This is 
easy to understand when the How 
of water in a pipe is considered. 
Electric current flow is'qulte sim- 
ilar to that of water. In the case 
of the water the friction of the 
wall of the pipe otters a resist- 
ance to the flow of water, depend- 
ing directly upon its internal di- 
ameter. With a given amount of 
resistant effect the current de- 
pends only upon- the pressure 
which is forcing it to flow. 


The electric current, resistance, 


and 
pressure or electromotive 


force (B. M. P.) are very closely 
related to and dependent upon 
each other. The relation-Is ex- 
pressed by Ohm's Law. which Is 
the first fundamental law of elec- 
tricity. The law waa, established 
many years ago by a physicist 
named Ohm. 
It states that the 


electric current (denoted by "1") 
equals the electromotive force 
(which may be denoted by "B") 
divided by the resistance of the 
circuit (denote! by "R"). If the 
current Is to be expressed in the 
unit ampere, or In amperes, the 
electromotive lorce must be given

Jn volts and the resistance 
ohms. 
Expressing this relation in a 


simple algebraic equation, we 
have:

For example, the electromotive 


force is known to be 10 volts aud 
the resistance 5 ohms. By Ohm's 
L,aw the current Is found to be 2 
amperes. 


The law may be expressed In 


another way—that is. the electro- 
motive force equals the current 
times the resistance (E — IR). If 


. the current Is known to be 20 am- 
peres and the resistance 5 ohms 
the electromotive force causing 
the current of that strength Is 
found to be 100 volts. 


If we wish to find the resist- 


ance when the current, strength 
and electromotive f o r c e are 
known, we may express Ohm's 
Law as follows: The resistance 
equals the electromotive force dl-
